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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  town  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board. 

The  higher  parts  of  the  town  are  supplied  from  Sunnyhurst  Hey 
reservoir  and  the  lower  parts  from  Fishmoor.  Earnsdale  reservoir 
is  at  present  used  as  a reserve  supply  eind  the  two  supplementary 
supplies  from  the  boreholes  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  Eccleshill 
are  also  held  in  reserve. 

The  hardness  of  the  water  varies  depending  on  the  source  of 
supply. 

Regular  bacteriological  and  periodical  chemical  analyses  are 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  and  the  Fylde  Water  Board. 

The  approximate  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  with 
public  water  is  11 ,891 .

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In  a effort  to  encourage  ovners  of  property  to  install 
separate  service  pipes  where  the  pressure  is  low,  the  Corporation 
and  the  Fylde  Water  Board  pay  half  the  cost  of  the  installation* 

There  are  still  a number  of  dwellings  in  the  town  which 
because  of  their  situation  have  to  rely  on  private  water  supplies 
and  these  are  sampled  at  regular  intervals*  Users  are  advised  on 
precautionary  measures  while  steps  are  being  taken  for  pemanent 
purification*  In  addition  every  effort  is  made  to  change  these 
private  supplies  to  the  public  supply  where  practicable* 

As  a result  of  routine  sampling  in  the  latter  parr  of  the 
year,  the  private  water  supply  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital  was  found 
to  have  a lead  content  far  in  excess  of  the  recommended  standard* 

This  was  thought  to  be  due  to  the  excessive  rainfall  which 
had  fallen  around  that  time  and  which  had  resulted  in  the  water 
becoming  unusally  plumbo  solvent* 

In  addition  the  bacteriological  examination  of  some  samples 
was  unsatisfactory* 

Immediate  precautionary  action  was  taken  and  later  as  a result 
of  a meeting  with  the  representatives  of  the  Blackburn  and 
District  Hospital  Management  Board,  arrangements  were  made  to 
change  to  the  Fylde  Water  Board  supply* 


As  a result  of  complaints  to  the  Fylde  Water  Board  from  this 
Department  of  low  water  pressure  in  the  lower  part  of  Exchat^ge 
Street  a new  water  main  was  laid  during  the  year* 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  WATER 
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SEWERAGE 

It  was  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  year,  that  the  only  remaining 
houses  in  the  town  using  pail  closets,  apart  from  farms  and  isolated 
cottages  , would  be  connected  to  the  main  sewer o 

These  premises  which  are  in  the  Upper  Pole  Lane  area  are  situated 
immediately  above  the  Pole  Lane  Housing  Development,  and  plans  are 
well  advanced  for  the  extension  of  the  sewer  to  this  areao 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  when  this  project  is  finalised,  it  will 
be  the  completion  of  satisfactory  means  of  sewage  disposal  for  fifty-= 
two  premises  which  otherwise  would  almost  certainly  have  been  considered 

for  demolitiono 

The  total  number  of  septic  tanks  in  the  Borough  is  now  25 « 

Pail  closets  remaining  the  responsibility  of  the  Corporation,  a 
total  of  35  in  all,  are  used  mainly  in  the  parks  and  on  building 

sites. 

A further  24  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets 
during  the  year. 

The  total  now  remaining  is  51^* 

As  the  present  day  cost  of  conversion  is  in  the  region  of  £50  - 
£60,  it  may  well  be  that  in  an  effort  to  clear  the  remainder  of  the 
waste  water  closets,  the  Health  Committee  will  have  to  consider 
raising  the  amount  of  the  grant  which  at  the  moment  is  £15!  15»  Od.

RIVERS  AND  STRE^IS 

The  river  Darwen  continues  to  be  polluted  by  industrial 
waste  effluents  and  used  as  a dumping  ground  for  unwanted 
refuse. 

No  cases  of  gross  contamination  were  reported  to  the 
Lancashire  River  Board  during  the  year. 

It  may  well  be  that  the  Corporation  will  have  to 
consider  the  culverting  of  certain  sections  in  the  near 
future  if  development  is  to  take  place  in  the  vicinity  of 

the  river. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  the  accompanying  regulations  give 
local  authorities  powers  to  limit  the  emissions  of  dark  smoke,  powers 
to  make  smoke  control  areas  and  control  over  the  installations  of  new 
furnaces  and  the  height  of  chimneys  * 

The  object  of  smoke  control  is  to  reduce  industrial  smoke  to  a 
minimum  and  to  make  domestic  premises  smokeless o 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  Darwen  (NocI)  aiid(Noc2)  Smoke  Control 
Areas  were  in  operation  and  the  Darwen  (Noc»3)  Smoke  Control  Area 
had  been  confirmed  in  October,  to  come  into  operation  on  1 st  July, 

1968. 

At  the  same  time  inspections  were  proceeding  on  the  proposed 
No,3A  Smoke  Control  Area,  which  together  with  Nos«  1,2  and  3 
Smoke  Control  Areas  already  confirmed  will  complete  the  whole  of  the 
domestic  premises  on  the  north  side  of  the  town  from  the  Borough 
boundary  to  Hollins  Grove  Street  on  the  east  side  and  to  Earnsdale 
Road  on  the  west  sidec 

A total  of  491  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  smoke  control c

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INVESTIGATION  OF  AIR  POLLUTION 


Factory  chimneys  are  kept  under  constant  observation  and  any 
unusual  smoke  emission  is  soon  noted.^ 

Out  of  a total  of  225  visits  made  to  factories  during  the 
year,  a large  proportion  were  in  connection  with  boiler  pi  ant, 
smoke  emission  and  installation  of  new  plant. 

One  prosecution  was  instituted  during  the  yearr. 

The  case  was  proved  and  the  defendant  fined  a total  of  £30 
together  with  £15«‘15*0d  costs, 

A breakdown  at  the  Goose  House  Power  Station  for  a few  hours

RODENT  CONTROL.  DISINFESTATION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE, 


This  section  of  the  Department  had  another  busy  year. 

Apart  from  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning,  rats  cause  enormous 
destruction  of  foodstuffs  and  materials,  and  as  most  infestations 
can  be  traced  to  broken  and  settled  drains,  it  is  essential  that 
the  sewer  population  of  rats  is  controlled.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  the  sewers  are  baited  twice  yearly  by  the  poison 
baiting  of  all  the  manholes  in  the  town. 

A great  deal  of  time  is  also  spent  in  smoke  testing  of 
suspected  drains  in  an  effort  to  trace  the  source  of  rat 
complaints.

DISINFESTATION 


The  advice  of  the  Department  is  frequently  sought  concerning 
the  eradication  of  certain  types  of  insect  pests,  but  these 
normally  are  controlled  fairly  easily  by  insecticidesr 

Cockroaches  when  well  established  sometimes  cause 
difficulty. 

Apart  from  cockroaches,  treatments  have  also  been  carried 
out  throughout  the  year  for  wasps,  golden  spider  beetles;  silver 
fish,  flies  etc. 

There  is  no  charge  for  this  service  or  disinfestation  for 
rats  and  mice  for  domestic  premises. 

During  the  year  46  premises  were  visited  follovring  complaints,

Houses  in  ''twilight"  areas  are  a matter  of  grave  concern. 

As  the  time  for  clearance  draws  nearer,  houses  are  being  abandoned 
at  an  alarming  rate  and  vandalism  is  rifcc 

Areas  which,  not  so  many  years  ago,  were  neat  and  tidy  now  have  a 
"blitzed"  appearance  and  the  Corporation  are  being  hard  pressed  to 
preserve  a reasonablly  orderly  appearance  of  some  sections  of  the  town. 

It  is  hoped  now  that  the  building  of  new  houses  has  been  finalized, 
that  the  representation  of  clearance  areas  will  soon  be  a reality 


Nuisance  from  Noise, 

A great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  during  the  year  on  the  investigation 
of  noise  nuisances  particularly  caused  by  night  time  working. 

Due  to  the  co-operation  of  the  factories  concerned,  the  noise  level 
has  been  reduced  in  some  cases  and  work  was  in  progress  at  others- 

The  emission  of  fumes,  following  the  installation  of  new  machinery, 
from  one  large  factory  has  caused  a great  deal  of  concern  for  the  Department, 
and  many  visits  have  been  made  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  volume c At  the  end 
of  the  year,  further  equipment  had  been  ordered  in  an  effort  to  reduce  still 
further  the  nuisance  value  of  the  fumes- 
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Tips 


Many  visits  were  necessary  to  the  various  private  tips  throughout 
the  town  as  a result  of  complaints  and  through  nuisances  discovered  by 
the  Departmento  These  arose  in  practically  every  instance  through 
deviation  from  the  terms  of  the  original  planning  consent  and  tipping 
byelaws  and  although  conditions  were  still  not  satisfactory  at  the  end 
of  the  year  a great  improvement  had  been  madee 


Infectious  Diseases  and  Food  Poisoning, 


A total  of  75  visits  were  made  during  the  year  regarding  the 
investigation  of  infectious  diseases.  There  were  no  cases  of  Food 
Poisoning  reported  during  the  year.

The  provisions  of  the  Act  regarding  closing  hours,  early  closing, 
Sunday  trading  and  the  employment  of  young  persons  is  administered  by 
the  Department,

Reinspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time  but  very  little 
trouble  is  experienced  with  this  type  of  business  after  the  initial 
alterations  are  carried  out.

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  Section  47  of 
the  1948  Act,  for  the  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Four  bodies  were  buried  under  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of 
the  1948  Act,  which  requires  the  Local  Authority  to  dispose  of  the 
bodies  of  persons  who  have  died  in  its  area  if  it  appears  no  suitable 
funeral  arrangements  would  otherwise  be  made.
